creation of the Jewish State had been 
crowned with triumph. And, after vic- 
cory, men wanted to rest from their 
igbours. That, in the pasi, had led to 
calamity, and might do so again. That 
was the main psychological problem 
which confronted the Zionist Movement 
chroughout the world, and if they did 
not grapple with it successfully, they 
would do grave injury to Israel, and 
infict untold suffering on hundreds of 
thousands whose facés were turned 
rowards the Promised Land. 

The three principal problems confront- 
ing Isracl at present, Mr. Wright con- 
unued, were the defence of the Home- 
land, the ingathering of the exiles, and 
the creation of a united nation in Israel. 

The citizens of Israel, he said, could 
not bear the burden of these tasks alone. 
Capital resources were required for the 
great development programme, which 
would enable hundreds of thousands of 
new immigrants to be absorbed perma- 
neniy into the economy of the country. 
There were plans for the acquisition and 
amelioration of important areas of land, 
large-scale expansion of agriculture, the 
development of industry in many direc- 
tions, major housing projects, and oo 
programme of public works. ese 
would require large investments—from 
oublic and private, from Jewish and non- 
Jewish sources. They would need, in the 
next four years, something like a 
thousand million pounds, which would 
have to be obtained from loans to the 
Government of Israel from abroad; from 
the savings of the citizens of Israel them- 
selves: from the donation revenues of 
the Keren Kayemet, the Keren Hayesod, 
and other Ziontst fund-raising agencies; 
and. most important of all. from invest- 
ments. Jewish and non-Jewish, from out 
side Israel. 


Need for Investments 


ht ¥ significant, he added, that a 
oumber of important non-Jewish under- 
ikines had recently made, or were about 
io make. substantial investments in Israel. 
Something like 60 per cent of the capital 
resources required must come in the form 
of invesiments. 

Dr. A. Granott, addressing the con- 
ference. said that durine the War of 
independence the bulk of the Arab popu- 
lation fled, abandoning their property. 
Millions of dunams of land were. left 
unattended and unused. Because of the 
new immigration and for economic and 
curity reasons, the utmost area of land 
had to be: exploited. and in co-operation 
with the State, the K.K.L. had drawn up 
an extensive programme of land acquisi- 
tion and development. 

The first item in the K.K.L. national 
olan was the acquisition of a further 
milon dunams of land abandoned by 
the Arabs. Dr. Granott continued. The 
cost would be paid to the. Government, 
he price being determined on a fair 
has 

From the point of view of security. 
he went on, they could not leave their 
frontiers exposed, It’ would be in the 
highest degree risky to permit the lands 
in the neighbourhood of their borders to 
be occupied by a potentially inimical 
element.

Bargaining With 
Faith 


“And Jacob vowed a vow. saying: 
“If God will be with me. and will keep 
me in this way that | go, and will eive 
me bread to eat, and raimént to put on. 
so that I come back to my father s house 
in peace. then shail the Lord be my Gad. 
and this stone, which | have sei up for a 
pillar, shall be God's house; and of ail 
that Thou shalt give me, 1 will surely give 


the tenth unio Thee." (Genesis xxviii. 
20-22.) 


EW passages in the Torah puzzle 
and disappoint the thoughtful 
reader so much. For how does 

such religious bargaining tally with 
the idealistic description given of our 
patriarch Jacob in the scriptural por- 
tion of last week ” Surely, it ill- 
becomes a man gowned with divine 
attainments to drive such a material 
bargain with faith. when the main 
teaching of Judaism is to do good 
without the expectation of a reward 
“1 will give, provided you give too.” 

What is the answer to our ques- 
tions ” Only one: Jacob did not 
drive bargains; he merely expressed 
m advance how beholden he would 
be for God's deliverance from Esau’s 
murderous intent. 


BIBLICAL students know that when 

a passage bristles with difficulties 
it is not the text that is at fault. The 
fault lies in our limited understanding 
Here, too, may not the significant les- 
son be the warning against inventing 
excuses for not. fulfilling our obl- 
gations,. moral and religious, towards 
God and man” The falmud has a 
conclusive retort to all the excuses 
mea will make at the other side of 
the grave when they are challenged 
“Hast thou conducted thy business 
in all faith @ISWONS)? Didst thou 
fix times to a study of the Torah?” 
(Shabbat 31a.) 

The road to heaven is not paved 
with excuses, imaginary or real. Of 
course, allowances are made for good 
intentions that have muscarried, for 
the victims of circumstances beyond 
control. Here is a comforting state: 
ment of the Talmud (Kiddushin 40a): 
“If one sincerely intends to perform 
a good deed, but is prevented (O3N2") 
from doing so through no fault of his 
own, God regards the deed as being 
done.” A proof? Though Abraham 
was stopped, at the last moment, from 
actually translating into effect his 
sacrifice..vet he was credited with the 
actual offering up of Isaac. 


ET it is true to say that m Judaism 
man js judged by his actions 
more than by his good intentions Let 
others preach the soothing doctrine 
of “ Salvation by Faith: ours ts the 
harder road of “ Salvation by Action.” 
No greater kindness could have been 
shown to the Jew than to surround 
him with 613 commandments, guiding 
and advising him at every step what to 
do and be happy..and what not to do 
in order to avoid disaster. 


Excuses! How foolish they are at 
all times, and especially when they are 
applied to the duties and obligations 
of Judaism! Ask many people, who 
do not work on the Sabbath, why 
they are not regular attenders at the 
Synagogue on that day, and you will 
get diverse excuses. Some will contend 
that they pray better at home. where 
they are not distracted by unseemly 
gossip. or “ operatic performances ~ of 
some Chazanim. This sounds a plaus- 
ible excuse, yet experience has testi- 
fied again and again that those who 
cease praying with a congregation 
week by week ultimately cease pray- 
ing by themselves day by day. For 
they are deprived of the stimulus 
afforded by a large gathering of 
worshippers. Others advance the plea 
that Shabbat is the only day they can 
rest. What an excuse! As if the 
Shabbat was given only that man may 
sleep longer! Distinctly the Torah 
tells us of the two-fold nature of the 
seventh day—physical rest combined 
with spiritual re-creation (WBIN Paz). 

So one can run through the whole 
gamut. of excuses and bargaining 
with faith going on incessantly around 
us. But their narration will only con- 
firm us more than ever in the belief 
in the dishonesty of those who advance 
them. At least Jacob was honest, 
expressing. in a simple way, how deep 
his gratitude would be if God would 
deliver him from a brother's wrath.

Under this Bill, German property 
which came imto custody through the 
operation of the Trading with the Enemy 
Act of 1939 is to be used towards meci- 
ing the pre-war claims of United King- 
dom creditors against German debtors 

The amendments were unsuccessful and 
were eventually negatived. but Mr. A. G 
Bot roMLey Secretary for Overseas 
Trade, said that the Governmeny had 
agreed to accept a reduction ‘in their 
share of reparations for the benefit of 
victims of Nazism. 

Mr. Barnerr Janner (Lab... Leicester. 
W.) moved the amendments and said that 
the subrect dealt with one of the most 
moving matters which the House had had 
to consider. lt went to the very root of 
one of the most serious attacks made 
upon civilisation, in which over sik 
million people were put to death

That 
was the main psychological problem 
which confronted the Zionist Movement 
chroughout the world, and if they did 
not grapple with it successfully, they 
would do grave injury to Israel, and 
afict untold suffering on hundreds of 
thousands whose faces were turned 
cowards the Promised Land. 

[he three principal problems confront- 
ing Israel at present, Mr. Wright con- 


were the defence of the Home-— 


land, the ingathering of the exiles, and 
the creation of a united nation in Isracl. 

The citizens of Israel, he said. could 
not bear the burden of these tasks alone. 
Capital resources were required for the 
reat development programme, which 
would enable hundreds of thousands of 
new immigrants to be absorbed perma- 
neniiy into the economy of the couniry. 
There were plans for the acquisition and 
amelioration of important areas of land, 
large-scale expansion of agriculture, the 
development of industry in many direc- 
tions, major housing projects, and a great 
orogramme of public works. ese 
would require large investments—trom 
gubhic and private, from Jewish and non- 
Jewish sources. They would need, in the 
next four years. something like a 
thousand million pounds, which would 
have to be obtained from loans to the 
Government of Israel from abroad: from 
the savings of the citizens of Israel them- 
selves: from the donation revenues of 
the Keren Kayemet, the Keren Hayesod, 
and other Ziontst fund-raising agencies; 
and. most important of all. from invest- 
ments. Jewish and non-Jewish, from out- 
side Israel 


Need for Investments 


It was significant, he added, that a 
eumber of mmportant non-Jewish under- 
ikines had recently made, or were about 
‘o make. substantial investments in Israel. 
Something like 60 per cent of the capiial 
resources required must come in the form 
of mvesiments 

Dr. A. Granott. addressing the con- 
ference, said that durjine the War of 
Independence the bulk of the Arab popu- 
lauen fled. abandoning their property. 
Milhons of dunams of land were left 
unattended and unused. Because of the 
new immigration and for economic and 
security reasons, the utmost area of land 
had to be exploited, and in co-operation 
with the State, the K.K.L. had drawn up 
an extensive programme of land acquisi- 
tion and development. 

The first item in the K.K.L. national 
plan was the acquisition of a further 
milion dunams of land abandoned by 
the Arabs. Dr. Granott continued. The 
cost would. be paid to the Government, 
the price being determined on a fair 
basis 

From the point of view of security, 
he went on, they could not leave their 
frontiers exposed. It would be in the 
highest degree risky to permit the lands 
in the neighbourhood of their borders to 
be occupied by a potentially inimical 
clement. Hence. in placing these lands 
at the disposal of the Keren Kayemet, the 
Government and they were taking into 
consideration the need to establish fron- 
ver settlements, and to settle on the land 
people who would work it and guard it, 
not only as soldiers but as tillers of the 
of the Homeland. 


Amelioration Programme 


Referring to the K.K.L.’s continuing 
activily. in preparing for settlement the 
land acquired, Dr. Granott added that 
they were maintaining their anti-malarial 
services im those areas where they had 
hot yet stamped out the disease, such as 


the Hula District or the Beisan Sub-

They would plant another two and a half 
million. trees. 


The time had come, Dr. Granott 
Sialed, to reorgahise and extend the 
facilities provided by the J.N.F. for 


supplying water. They had allocated for 
the current year 1£1,350,000. 

They were continuing to provide sites 
for housing inf the urban areas, he said, 
and had allotted, this year, more than 
[£300,000 for urban development, includ- 
ing a share jn the building of the Con- 
ress Hall Jerusalem. 

New settlernents, said the speaker, were 
usually beguq with a 40 per cent estab- 
lishment, and the financial responsibility 
tor this propfartion was now borne by the 
Keren’ Kaycumet. This meant that in

had been budgeted for this account.

Bargaining With 
Faith 


“And Jacob vowed a vow. saying: 
‘If God will be with me, and will keep 
me in this way that | go, and will give 
me bread to eat, and raiment to put on. 
so that I come back to my father s house 
in peace, then shall the Lord be my Gad. 
and this stone, which | have set up for a 
pillar, shall be God's house: and of all 
that Thou shalt give me, 1 will surely give 


the tenth unio Thee.” (Genesis xxviii. 
20-22 


EW passages in the Torah purzie 
and disappoint the thoughtful 
reader so much. For how does 

such religious bargaining tally with 
the idealistic description given of our 
patriarch Jacob in the scriptural por- 
tion of last week ” Surely, it ill- 
becomes a man gowned with divine 
attainments to drive such a material 
bargain with faith, when the main 
teaching of Judaism is to do good 
without the expectation of a reward. 


“| will give, provided you give too.” 


What is the answer to our ques- 
tions ? Only one: Jacob did not 
drive bargains; he merely expressed 
in advance how beholden: he would 
be for God's deliverance from Esau's 
murderous intent. 


BIBLICAL students know that when 

a passage bristles with difficulties 
it is not the text that is at fault. The 
fault lies in our limited understanding 
Here, too, may not the significant les- 
son be the warning agaist inventing 


‘excuses for not fulfilling, our obli- 


gations, moral and religious, towards 
God and man”? The Talmud has a 
conclusive retort to all the excuses 
men will make at the other side of 
the grave when they are challenged 


‘Hast thou conducted thy business 
in all faith @ISWONS)? Didst thou 


fix times to a study of the Torah” 
(Shabbat 31a.) 

The road to heaven ts not paved 
with excuses, imaginary or real. Of 
course, allowances are made for good 
intentions that have muscari.ed, for 
the victims of circumstances beyond 
control. Here is a comforting state- 
ment of the Talmud (Kiddushin 40a): 
“If one sincerely intends to perform 
a good deed, but is prevented (O3N5)) 
from doing so through no fault of his 
own, God regards the deed as being 
done.” A proof? Though Abraham 
was stopped, at the last moment, from 
actually translating into effect. his 
sacrifice. vet he was credited with the 
actual offering up of Isaac. 


ET it is true to say that in Judaism 
man js judged by his actions 
more than by his good intentions. Let 
others preach the soothing doctrine 
of “ Salvation by Faith”: ours is the 
harder road of “ Salvation by Action.” 
No greater kindness could have been 
shown to the Jew than to surround 
him with 613 commandments, guiding 
and advising him at every step what to 
do and be happy. and what not to do 
in order to avoid disaster. 


Excuses! How foolish they are at 
all times, and especially when they are 
applied to the duties and obligations 
of Judaism! Ask many people, who 
do not work on the Sabbath, why 
they are not regular attendérs at the 
Synagogue on that day, and you will 
get diverse excuses. Some will contend 
that they pray better at home, where 
they are not distracted by unseemly 
gossip, or “ operatic performances ~ of 
some Chazanim. This sounds a plaus- 
ible excuse. vet experience has testi 
fied again and again that those who 
cease praying with a congregation 
week by week ultimately cease prav- 


ing by themselves day by day. For 
they are deprived of the stimulus 


afforded by. a large gathering — of 
worshippers. Others advance the plea 
that Shabbat is the only day they can 
rest. What an excuse! As if. the 
Shabbat was given only that man may 
sleep longer! Distinctly the Torah 
tells us of the two-fold nature of the 
seventh day—physical rest combined 
with spiritual re-creation PAwz). 

So one can run through the whole 
gamut of excuses and bargaiming 
with faith going on incessantly around 
us. But their narration will only con- 
firm us more than ever in the belief 
in the dishonesty of those who advance 
them. At least Jacob was honest, 
expressing, in a simple way, how deep 
his gratitude would be if God would 


deliver him from a brother's wrath.

GERMAN ENEMY 


Jewish M.P.’s Amendments

Amendments to the Distribution of 
German Enemy Property Bill in the 
House of Commons last Friday sought 
to draw distinction between the 
property of an enemy alien and that of 
a victim of Nazi persecution. 

Under this Bill, German property

Act of 1939 ws to be used towards meci- 
ing the pre-war claims of United King- 
dom creditors against German debtors 


The amendments were unsuccessful and 
were cventually negatived. but Mr. A. G 


Bor romMLey Secretary for Overseas 
Trade, said that the Governmen: had 
aereed to sgccem a reduction in thei 
share of reparations for the benefit of 
victims of Nazism. 

Mr. Barnett Janner (Lab.. Leicester, 


W.) moved the amendments and said that 
the subsect dealt with one of the mos 
moving matiers which the House had had 
to consider. It went to the very root of 
one of the most serious attacks made 
upon civilisation, in which over. six 
million people were put to death 

Many of the victims of Nazi pe-secu- 
tion served with the fo ces of Britam 
and America and were killed in the cause 
of thes country 


Jewish Heip for Victims

For more than 25 vears, Mr. Isaacs 
was associated with the Talmud Torah. 
and had been its Chairman. For the 
past 13 years. he had been Chairman 
of the Langside Synagogue, and he was

To mark his 70th birthday, Rr. Isaacs 
was presented with a cheque and a 
bronze head of himseif—the work of Mr.

He received the M.B.E. for his services 
during the first world war, when he was 
a member of the Glasgow Food Com- 
mittee. the Military Service Tribunal, and 
the Profiteering Committee. 

Mr. Isaacs. who was unmarried, is 
survived by two sisters. 

The funeral of Mr. Isaacs yesterday 
week was the most largely attended in the 
history of the Glasgow community. 
Crowds lined the street outside the Great 
Synagogue in South Portland Sireet, 
where a service was held before the 
intermem at Riddric Cemetery. 


The Rev. ZADICK COHEN (Glasgow) 
was one of the most respected members 
of the city’s Jewish clergy (writes the 
Rev. M. Fomrn). “He came to this 
country over 40 years ago from 
Lithuania. where he had been trained in 
Chazanut and Shechita. After acting as 
Chazan. Shochet. and Mohel in Lithuania, 
he received a call to Cork, Ireland, and 
two years later came to Glasgow, as 
minister to the Beth Hamedrash Hago- 
dol. in Mathieson Street. Afterwards, the 
synagogue moved to Govan Street, and 
he was instrumental in founding the 
present Central Synagogue in Hospital! 
Street. . He later became the osh 
Hashochetim, and even when he retired 
from active Shechita, he became Mash- 
giach. . . . His colleagues found in him 
a great friend, counsellor, and Talmid 
Chacham.”

MR. J. SACHS, J.P. 


Glasgow Communal 
Worker 


Mr. Joseph Sachs, J.P. one of 
leading figures mn Glasgow Jew rym = 
past 30 years, died within 24 hours of 
the death of his great friend and associ. 
ate, Mr. Ellis Isaacs. They had worked 
~ communal organisations io. 

r. 

Mr. Sachs was one of the founders of 
the Glasgow Jewish Representative 
Council in 1913. For 12 years he was its 
Hon. served two terms as 
President ; and at the time of his death 
was Hon. Vice-President of the Council 
Like Mr. Isaacs, he had taken an active 
part im the relief of Jewish refugces ig 
the first world war, and again when 
Hitler came to power. He had been 
President of the Scottish National Coup. 
cil for Refugees from Nazi Oppression. 
and for several years he was Chairman 
of the Glasgow Jewish Refugees’ Com. 
mittee. He had also been Hon. Secretary 
of the Glasgow Committce of the Central 
British Fund for German Jewry. 

A generous supporter of all Jewid 
causes, Mr. Sachs was keenly interested 
in the Zionist and Jewish Nationa! Fund 
movements, and he was the first Chair. 
man of the Glasgow branch of the 
Friends of the Hebrew University. He 
Was an active supporter of the Glasgow 
Maccabi Association, of which he was an 
Hon. Vice-President. 

Mr. Sachs. who was 6! vears of aee. ix 
survived by his wife, son. and daughter. 


MR, JACK WHITE, V.C. 


The death occurred in Manchester on 
Sunday of Mr. Jack White, V.C., at the 
age of 53. 

Mr. White won the VC. for gallantry 

in Mesopotamia 
1914-18 


during the 
me War. He was a 
Private in the 
Royal Lancashire 
Regiment. During 
an attempt to cross 
a river, he saw the 


two pontoons 
ahead of him come 
under heavy 


machine-gun _ fire, 
with  drsastrous 
resulis. When his 
own pontoon had 
reached m i d- 
stream, with every 
man except himself cither dead or 
wounded, and finding that he was unable 
to control the pontoon, he tied a icie- 
phone wire to it, jumped overboard, and 
towed it to the shore, thereby saving an 
Officer's life and bringing to land the rifles 
and equipment of the dead and dying 


men. 

In 1940, Mr. White volunteered for the 
Local Defence Volunteers, bu: after serv- 
ing in Salford for a weck he was dis- 
missed when it was discovered that his 
father was not British. He later joined the 
A.R.P 


Mr. White took a keen interest in ex- 
Service organisations, and was a founder 
and life-vice-president of the Sydney 
Frankenbur branch of the Briush 
Legion. He also helped to establish 
several other branches~ of the British 
Legion—both Jewish and non-Jewish 
He was an active worker for the J L.B.: 
took an interest in many charities; organ- 
ised concerts for the R.A.F. Benevolent 
Fund; and helped many Polish Jews who 
were left in this country after the last 
war to establish themselves here He 
served for a time as a member of the 
Council of Manchester and Salford Jews. 
He leaves a widow and three children.

great saints and heroes of the O'd Testa- 
ment. 

If, he said. the different rehgions could 
get together and discuss their common 
problems, what was al presen! a grievous 
source of wastage and frusiration in the 
attempt to build international understand- 
ine might be rapidly and easily removed 

The times were favourable for such an 
attempt. Professor Raven declared. There 
was a need for the great faiths of mankind 
which must have a great deal in common 
in experience and they should be enabled 
to contribute ther experiences any 
sincere attempt to establish mutual under- 
standing and peace among the nations.

Obituary 
MR. ELLIS ISAACS 
Scottish Jewry’s G.O.M. 


Scottish Jewry in general, and the 

community in particular, sul- 
a grievous loss by the death on 
Wednesday of last week of Mr. Ellis 
JP... at the age of 76. 

Born in Merthyr Tydvil, Ellis Isaacs 
was four years old when he went to 
Clydeside with his parents. At the ape 
of i2 he was an interpreter at it 
Glasgow Southern Police Court, and was 
complimented by the magistrate. 

He was the last survivor of the 
founders of the Glasgow Hebrew Benevo- 
lent Loan Society. with which he had an 
unbroken connection for 60 years, and 
was its President for 25 years. He 

ve SO years’ service to the Board of 
juardians, and was President at the time 
of his death, as we!) as being Chairman 
of the Loan Fund and the Passover 
Relief Funds and an Hon. Almoner. He 
was also Hon. President of the Glasgow 
Jewish Representative Council, which he 
had served as Vice-President and 
President. 

For more than 25 years, Mr. Isaacs 
was associated with the Talmud Torah. 
and had been its Chairman. For the 
past 13 years, he had been Chairman 
of the Langside Synagoguc. and he was 
Hon. Life President and Senior Warden 
of the Great Synagoguc. South Portland 
Street. He was also Hon. President of 
the Hebrew Burial Society and the Board 
of Shechita: an Hon. Vice-President of 
the Hebrew Boot and Clothing Guild: 
a founder, and for ten years President, 


of the Jewish Hospital and Sick Visiting 
Society ; and Chairman of the Case Com- 
mittee of the Glasgow Jewish Refugees 
the Board puties tor 

To mark his 70th birthday, hr. Isaacs 
was presented with a cheque and a 
bronze head of himself—the work of Mr. 


the Profiteering Committee. 

Mr. Isaacs. who was unmarried, is 
survived by two s:sters. 

The funeral of Mr. Isaacs yesterday 
week was the most largely attended in the 
history of the Glasgow community. 
Crowds lined the street outside the Great 
Synagogue in South Portland Sireet, 
where a service was held before the 
interment at Riddrie Cemetery. 


The Rev. ZADICK COHEN (Glasgow) 
was one of the most respected members 
of the city’s Jewish clergy (writes the 
Rev. M. Fomin). “He came to this 
country over 40 years ago from 
Lithuania, where he had been trained in 
Chazanut and Shechita. After acting as 
Chazan. Shochet. and Mohel in Lithuania, 
he received a call to Cork, Ireland, and 
two years later came to Glasgow, as 
minister to the Beth Hamedrash Hago- 
dol. in Mathieson Street. Afterwards, the 
synagogue moved to Govan Street, and 
he was instrumental in founding the 
present Central Synagogue in Hospital 
Street. He later became the osh 
Hashochetim. and even when he retired 
from active Shechita, he became Mash- 
giach. . . . His colleagues found in him 
a great friend, counsellor, and Talmid 
Chacham.”

FOUNDER OF Q THEATRE 


Theatre-goers will learn with regret that 
Mr. Jack de Leon has decided to sell the 
QO Theatre, at Kew Bridge. Mr. de Leon. 
who was born in Panama in_ 1897, 
founded the Q Theatre in 1924, in con- 
junction with his sister, Delia Del!vina.

thing like a thousand new plays and 
important revivals. The QO, Mr. de Leon 
says, has never been a commercial pro- 
position in the ordinary way: it paid .its 
way by putting on new plays and draw- 
ing royalties or interests from their 
subsequent production elsewhere.

Service organisations, and was a founder 
and life-vice-president of the Sydney 
Frankenbur branch of the British 
Legion. also helped jo establish 
several other -branches of the Briish 
Legion—both Jewish and non-Jewish 
He was an active worker for the J.L.B.: 
took an interest in many charities; organ- 
ised concerts for the R.A.F. Benevolent 
Fund; and helped many Polish Jews who 
were left in this country after the last 
war to establish themselves here He 
served for a time as a member of the 
Council of Manchesier and Salford Jews. 
He leaves a widow and three children.

The 
council instructed the committee to 
authorise Mrs. Moss Levy. headmistress 
of the Evelina de Rothschild Schoo! in 
Jerusalem. to execute a draft lease after 
two matters raised by the legal advisers 
had been cleared up. 


Relations with Deputies 


Relations with the Board of Deputies 
were also mentioned in the report, and 
the President said that there were fo 
further devclopments. 

Mr. Rowland Landman gave a verbal 
report on the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
and referred to the work of the Consul- 
tative Council, the Governing Board of 
which had met the previous day. 

At the last mecing of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee. he went on, they had 
discussed the persecutions in Iraq. They 
were trying to get additional information. 

In regard to enemy-owned property, 
he said that it appeared that as a result 
of a departmental slip, the dossier which 
they had presented to the Board of Trade 
on the subject had not reached the 
Parliamentary Secretary in time. It had 
now been submitted to him. In addition, 
a memorandum had been sent to M-P.s 
who had shown an interest in this 
question 

They had also discussed a disturbing 
report in THe JewrsH CrHronicre of a 
Nazi revival in Austria They were 
seeking additional information, and, if 
necessary, would make representations. to 
the Foreign Office.

FRIENDSHIP 


“ British-Israel Connection 
Must Not be Broken ”

people and Israel must not be broken.

The mission of Isracl was to 
become a unifying. pacifying force and 
to bring progress. appeasement, and a 
new outiook to thal ancient human 
society which had had such a chequered 
career in the past.

YIDDISH ESSAYIST AND CRITIC 


By a Special Correspondent 


T was in Odessa, in 1904, that Leo 
] Koenig, then 15 old. wrote 
his first story mm Yiddish. He was 

still a student in a Russian secondary 
school, but at the 
same time a pupil 
in the Yeshiva 
under the guid- 
ance of the 
famous scholar, 


The time and the 


place are both 
significant. 
Odessa, on the 4 


eve of the first 
and unsuccessful “ai 
Russian revolu- 
tion was a centre Leo Koenig 
of ‘flourishing Jewish life. Mendele 
Mocher Seforim, Achad Ha‘am. Bialik 
and Ravnicky were the living and 
guiding spirits of a new renaissance 
which had a revolutionary effect on the 
Jewish youth. It was, in fact. a time 
when, contrary to present trends. 
youth fought their elders on the basis 
of a new, nationally-conscious Jewish- 
ness which the. old rejected as cither 
anti-religious or as something pre- 
venting assimilation. Modern Yiddish 
literature was born in the struggle 
against a kind of crippied modernism 
which demied to Jews the right to live 
and work and create as Jews. 
Koenig's parents came to Odessa 
from Lithuania. In 1909, Leo Koenig 
embarked on his first journey abroad 
He went to Jerusalem to become a 
pupil at the Bezalel Art School. At 
that time he was attracted to painting 
more than to writing. At the Bezalel 
School he won a scholarship which 
would have enabled him to carry on 
shes studies for several years. He also 
had the satisfaction of seeing his first 
articles published in Hapotr Harzare. 
the oldest Hebrew weekly. which 
appears to this day. But he did not 
remam long in Jerusalem. He found 
the methods and teachers unsatisfac- 


tory and, after two years, he left for 


Munich and Paris. When the first 
world war broke out, and after the 
German invasion of France, he 
escaped, together with Sholem Asch 
to London. Here he married. 


Friends and Foes 


He lives a quiet life and is not to 
be seen at méetings. When he leaves 
his house it is either to visit a friend. 
or the British Museum or the art 
galleries. 

During his 35 years in London, 
Koenig has established himself as a 
writer of importance and his works 
are known throughout the world of 
Yiddish. Whenever Yiddish literary 
magazines are published they print 
his thoughtful essays. He is often 
quoted, sometimes misquoted, and not 
seldom attacked: he has his friends 
and followers as well as his foes, but 
he js respected and esteemed even by 
those who reject his views 

His aloofness from local affairs was 
not self-chosen. He made several 


attempts to establish in London some- 
thing of lasting value. In 1920, for 
imstance, there he began publica- 
tion, under Koenig's editorship, a 
serious literary monthly in Yiddish 
called “Renaissance.” Among its 
regular contributors were important 
Angilo-Jewish writers and artists. 
After six issues it had to cease publi- 
Cation. It was not due to a lack of 
readers or writers. The main cause at 
that time, as it was in later instances 
when similar efforts were made by 
individuals of imitiative and vision. 
was negligence and indifference on the 
part of the community towards mat- 
ters cultural and non-utilitarian. 

A writer, like a prophet, is seldom 
recognised in his own country. But 


' Koenig, living in London, paved the 


way for the recognition of a Yiddish 
P.E.N. Centre by the International 
PEN. Club. The non-existent “ Yid- 
dish-Land ” won a major victory and 
Koenig was its first accredited 
“ Ambassador” at an international 
gathering. 


Precious Treasures 


But for avenues of expression he had 
to look abroad. Among the photo- 
graphs of some 200 contributors to 
HaotaM which were reproduced on 
the 20th anniversary of that magazine, 
in 1926, was also that of Koenig. His 
most precious treasures, however, are 
some carefully-preserved issucs of 
Di Yiporsne Wert foriginally pub- 


lshed m St. Petersburg and later 


transferred to Vilna), and of the 
Fraint and Dos Lepen (which ap- 
peared in Warsaw before 1914). 
where side by side with articles by 
Achad Ha'am, Bialik, Mendele, Sho'em 
Alerchem and Peretz, are his own 
articles from Paris. 

He was the first to introduce into 
Yiddish letters art criticism on a thigh 
level. His style is “ European,” re- 
placing emotion and rhetoric with 
analysis and detached observation. 

Koenig has written innumerable 
articles and essays not only on art, 
but on every aspect of modern life, 
and particularly Jewish life. He has 
published a number of books, and his 
latest work, written jn 1946, and pub- 
lished last year, in a limited edition 
for private circulation, ts called “ The 
Book of Blasphemies.” In i he 
attacks the “ neo-Orthodox ” and the 
“converted ™ who preach religion as 
the answer to, and the lesson of, the 
tragedy of the 6,000,000 Jews who 
perished during the war. The book, in a 
sense, contains the essence of Koenig's 
philosophy. It is a confession and an 
outcry. If I were asked whether an 
English translation would be of value, 
| would certainly say “ Yes.” There 
is far too much complacency among 
us, and too little heart-searching dis- 
cussion. Too much is at stake: not 
only. the future of Yiddish, but the 
future of the Jews. And though Leo 
Koenig may identify. both, we cannot 
ignore either.

HOLY SEPULCHRE FIRE 
Israel's Offer of Help Declined 


An immediate offer by the Israel 
authorities to help fight a fire which 
broke out in the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, in the Old City of Jerusalem, 
on Wednesday night of last week, was 
“ with thanks" by the Jordan 
authorities. The Israelis offered the use 
of their fire-fighting equipment, including 
chemical extinguishers which the Arabs 
do not possess. 

The message declining help, which was 
transmitted through Untied Nations 
officials 24 hours after the offer was 
made, said that the fire was under con- 
trol. At the time, flames could still be 
seen coming from the westerly dome 
which surmounts the sepulchre itself. 

The fire was caused accidentally, it is 
stated, by Arab workmen using an oxy- 
acetylene blowpipe when repairing the 
girders of the dome. Two-thirds of the 
dome'’s centuries-old woodwork are 
reported have been royed.—

“JEWS ARE WELCOME IN GERMANY” 
Interview With President Heuss

Jews who have not severed the cul- 
ural, and personal ues with 
Germany are welcome to return to that 
country. I was told by Dr. Theodor 
Heuss. President of the West German 
Federal Repub.ic, in an interview ai his 
residence im Bad Godesberg. 

The President does not usually grant 
intervicws to the Press, but he made an 
excepuon in this case, because, he said, 
be “fclt keenly about Germany's atti- 
mde to the Jewish people after the hor- 
rble treatment meied out to them by the 
Nazis. 

“J want to state frankly,” declared 
Dr. Heuss, “ that every good German has 
a fechoe of shame because he belongs 
to a people that made the Jews the object 
of an unpreceden.ed slaughter. 1 have 
a deep and profound understanding for 
the briterness prevail nag among Jews, but 
Il also know (that many Jews realise that 
the hatred of Jews by the Nazis cannot. 
and should not. be reciprocated by haired 
and condemnation of all Germans, 1 
know, too, that the opinion is gaining 
sround among Jews that distinction 
has to be drawn beiween Nazis and Ger- 
_and that Germans and Nazis are 
no. the sam 1! know that Dr. Leo 
Bacck, the former Chief Rabbi of Ber- 
ln, and many others hike him who fee! 
a spiritual relationship to Germany, do 
not share the op nion that all Germans 
are criminals 

“I reject most emphatically,” he went 
on, “ the idea that the German people as 
a whole can be held collectively respon- 
sible for the atrocities committed. but I 
do accept the opin:on that the German 
people should feel collectively ashamed.” 


Relations with Israel 

When | asked his opinion of Zionism 
and the State of Israc!. Dr. Heuss said 
that “ Zionism is a tremendous experi- 
ment.” and that some of his closest 
Jewish friends were active Zionists. His 
brother-intaw.

RESTITUTION PROBLEMS 
By a Jewisu Reporter 


Dr. F. Goldschmidt, Derector of the 
United Restttution Office. m 
spoke on Monday on Problems of Resti; 
tution and Compensation for Victims 
of Nazi Oppreswon.” at a meeting orga- 
mised by the Association of Democratic 
Lawyers from Germany. at Broadhurst 
Gardens, N.W 6. 

He outlined the main provisions of the 
various restiution and compensation 
laws in the Western Zones of Germany. 
emphasising especially the practical as- 
pects of their implementation. He did 
not deal with the position m the Soviet 
Zone where, he said. the authorities did 
not consider claims from persons living 
outside the Soviet-controlled area 


Dr. Goldschmidt described the 
Restitution Law promulgated in the 
British Zone in May, 1949. The pur- 


pose of this law, he said, was to effect 
to the largest extent possib’c the speedy 
restitution of identifiable property to per- 
sons who were unjustly deprived of such 
roperty between January W, 1933, and 
whe 8, 1945, for reasons of race, religion, 
nationality, political. views, or political 
opposition to Nationa! Socialism 
Referring to the German Chancellor's 
offer to make good the wrongs done to 
Jews. Dr. Goldschmidt emphasised that 
Jews did not accept the idea that all 
Germans were responsible for the myus- 
tices committed by the Nazis: Jews 
should understand the difficult position in 


which some of the “ responsible and 
decent Germans” found themselves to- 
day. The Jews wanted not revenge but

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THE NEW GERMANY 


THE reaction of Jews everywhere to Dr. 
ADENAUER'S statement of his Government's 
intentions towards the Jews of Germany, 
which we published last week, as also 
towards the interview with President Heuss, 
which is printed on page |! of this issue, is 
necessarily tinged by a certain reserve. 
The reason for this attitude is that repara- 
non im spirit and in kind, four years after 
the last fires of the Nazi crematoria have 
burnt themselves out, has still to be made 
to Jewish victims. In themselves, 
the hopes of the German Chancellor are 
unexceptionable. His personal regrets for 
past imyuries, his sorrow at the death of 
many of his Jewish friends, and his anxiety 


to offer tokens of retribution to the surviving , 


Jews of Germany aré creditable. These 
sentiments will be appreciated by those who, 
having heard for so long the repudiation of 
German guilt, feel that a recognition of 
responsibility for having tolerated the régime 
which committed so many crimes ts long 
overdue 


Whether the offer to Israel by the German 
Chancellor of ten million Deutschemarks’ 
fabout £85SO.000) worth of goods will be 
acceptable must depend on the interpreta- 
tion which the proposed gift will bear 
But even if it is recognised by the German 
Parliament merely as a token of regret and 
compensation, probably many Jews would 
regard its undignified 
course. The Chancellor's friendly approaches 
should not, however. be dismissed merely 
because the physical amends which he can 
offer are small Ihe Bonn Government 
wants Germany to be readmitted to. the 
community of democratic nations. Before 
that can be done, Dr. ADENAUER has recog- 
nised that there must be a complete break 
with the past, a repudiation of Nazi policies, 


acceptance aS an 


and an affirmation of Germany's belief in 
fundamental human rights 


Yet even in his interview, Dr. ADENAUER 
was compelled to admit that there are. still 
signs of Nazism, of which the desecration of 
Jewish cemeteries 1s a typical and traditional 
example there is a 
element towards the Nazi 
past; and one hopes thet there is an even 
element which. under Dr 
AD*NAUER S leadership, seeks to rejoin the 
main stream of European civilisation. «~The 
danger of encouraging the first is no less 
great’ than the danger of ‘discouraging the 
second. tor it democracy fails to take new 
root in Germany, there can be no alterna- 
live but a new growth of totalitarianism. 

There are, duties as well as 
dangers for the Jews of Germany and for 
all democratically minded people in this and

other countries No one can blame the 
German Jews if they are reluctant to see 
security in Dr. ADENAUVER'S apparently 


honourable and well-intentioned assurances 
The trauma of a people led naked into the 
gas-chambers with a piece of soap and 
the assurance that the devilish machine was 
a bath, will require more than words and 
gestures for their comfort. Like the Spanish 
Jews, who, after the Inquisition, would do 
no more than witness from afar the dwind- 
ling of an empire which they had helped to 
build, so the Jews of Germany may be 
excused if they still seek to leave the cemetery 
of therr brethren, and disinterest themselves 
from a distance in the present trials of a 
country where they endured so much. Nor can 
Dr. ADeNAUER be surprised if Jews in this 
country feel a natural sympathy with this 
attitude. Before he can impress Jewish 
opinion, Dr. ADENAUER must show at least 


as much determination and success in eradi- 
cating anti-Semitism as he has done in pres- 
sing German demands upon the Allies. As 
citizens of this country, we must recognise 
that, in a contracting world, it is increasingly 
difficult for any one group of people to dis- 
sociate themselves from the problems of 
others. We, too, must face the fact that Ger- 
many, situated in the heart of Europe, will 
soones or later play her own rdle in the shap- 
ing of internationakevents. But we should be 
lacking in honour and self-respect if at this 
early stage we unreservedly accepted 
German promises which have still to be 
implemented. It is right that we should 
require of the Germans practical demon- 
stration of their good will by uprooting 
neo-Nazism, restoring sequestrated property; 
and—above all—maintaining liberty and 
justice for their Jewish fellow-citizens. Ger- 
many must serve a new apprenticeship before 
she can be accepted to full membership in the 


society of civilised nations. 


SHECHITA PROBLEMS 


FROM January ! next, a Ministry of Food 
regulation will make it illegal for any 
kasher beef to be supplied to the Jewish 
public unless an approved casting-pen has 
been used: in Shechita. This is no sudden 
decision on the part of the Government. As 
far. back as last February it was officially 
announced that this. regulation would be 
enforced at the earliest practicable date 


Latef, warning was again given that the 
speedy installation of these pens would 
be required. Finally, last July it was 


announced that this regulation would come 
into effect from the beginning of 1950. Con- 
stantly, in these columns, we have urged upon 
the Jewish authorities the importance of 
assuring that these pens should be installed.in 
sufficient numbers and the necessary admuinis- 
trative measures taken, so as to ensure the 
supply of kasher meat to the Orthodox 
Jewish public in accordance with their ration 
requirements. Yet, with only one month 
now remaining, the position would appear 
to be far from satisfactory. At the recent 
Conference of Provincial Representative 
Councils, held at Liverpool, discussion 
centred on this matter. Arguments were 
adduced about the humaneness of these 
pens. and evidence was given that excellent 
machines were available. The necessity for 
a system of zoning, in order to meet the 
requirements of the smaller. communities, 
was also insisted upon. 


It seems rather late in the day to have to 
labour all these points before such a gather- 
ing. The fundamental fact us that these pens 
must be in general use a month hence, or the 
meat ration of all those who have registered 
for kasher meat-——and they number no fewer 
than 260,000-—cannot be maintained. Vari- 
ous assertions made. at the Liverpool con- 
ference indicate a most disquieting state of 
affairs. It is desirable that an authoritative 
statement should be issued showing how 
many of the requisite casting-pens have been 
installed and how many are still required. 
Moreover, it has been stated that not all the 
pens already provided are in use. This is, 
indeed, deplorable, since the voluntary pro- 
vision and use of these pens —without wait- 
ing for Government compulsion—has long 
been urged by well-informed Jewish opinion, 
with the support ®f the Orthodox religious 
authorities. Again, the startling fact emerged 
at the conference that in some abattoirs 
cattle were poleaxed after Shechita. This 
reprehensible practice must compromise any 
real defence of Shechita as a humane and 
efficient method of slaughter. It was pleaded 
that this was a malpractice which could not 
be rectified by lay members of a Shechita 
Board but only by action on the part of a 
Beth Din. All the more reason exists for 
that tightening-up and improvement in the 
control of Shechita for which on many 
grounds we have pleaded time and time 
again in this paper. 

While the London Board of Shechita can- 
not, of course, be held responsible for 
conditions throughout the country, yet a 
special duty necessarily devolves upon it to 
take the lead in this matter. During 1949, 
the London Board has been reorganised, and 
should now be able to extend its influence. 
It has at long last elected a new Executive 
and has also acquired modern administrative 
offices. The Jewish public had been expect- 
ing that these new opportunities would lead 


to fresh initiative in the service of the com- 
munity. Accordingly, we welcome, as a 
move in the right direction, the announce- 
ment that was made at the Liverpool con- 
ference that the Board is taking steps to 
form a national Shechita council. Yet we 
cannot but feel that a greater sense of 
urgency is demanded in this matter. A 
national conference, representative of all 
interests concerned, should be summoned 
forthwith to deal with the many outstanding 
problems at this present critical juncture. 
Only in this way will it be possible to uphold 
the good name of the community, and to 
vindicate the efficiency and humaneness of 
Shechita against malicious or misinformed 
attacks. 


CONSULTATIVE COUNCIL 


THe Consultative Council of Jewish 
Organisations, which held its annual meeting 
in London last week-end, provides an 
example of useful, if limited, international 
co-operation between responsible national 
Jewish organisations. The British con- 
stituent of this body is the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, while its other members are the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle of France and 
the American Jewish Commitiee. It is one 
of the five Jewish bodies that have been 
accorded official recognition by the Econo- 
mic and Social Council of the United 
Nations under Article 71 of the Charter. 
Parenthetically, it may be added that it ts 
regrettable that a greater degree of collabora- 
tion between all these bodies has not yet 
been achieved. The international protection 
of human rights was the theme of Professor 
GoopDHart's erudite opening address at the 
C.C.J.O. meeting, and this struck the key- 
note for the discussions during the delibera- 


tive sessions, which were maintained on acon-, 


sistently high level. It is not surprising that 
Jewish organisations should concentrate on 
this ideal, for they have behind them a long 
and poignant experience of discrimination, 
culminating in the recent holocaust, as well 
as a long-cherished conception of human 
dignity sustained by the belief that man is 
made in the image of God. Nevertheless, 
those who give devoted and unpretentious 
service in efforts to bring nearer to realisa- 
tion the international protection of human 
rights are acting in the best traditions of 
Judaism. Spectacular victories cannot be 
expected, and triumphs which are loudly 
advertised in some quarters not only echo 
hollowly through the international gloom 
but may retard the cause by raising false 
hopes. In this held a long-term effort is 
called for, and an informed public opinion 
in the Jewish community is necessary to 
sustain those organisations and individuals 
who are prepared to contribute to this work 
COMMON GROUND 

THE annual meeting of the National 
Council of Christians and Jews, a report of 
which appears on page 7, directed attention 
to the work: which members of the two 
religions can-—and should—undertake in 
common. The address of the Rev. Dr. C. 
E. RAVEN was full of stumulating suggestions 
Speaking as a distinguished theologian of the 
Church of England, he stressed what: his 
fellow-Christians might. learn the 
Synagogue. He showed the gain which 
might accrue to both faiths from the joint 
discussion of subjects of mutual concern. 
In addition to this, he pointed out how such 
collaboration must strengthen the cause of 
religion in a world where its saving power 
is desperately needed. Dr. RAvEN’s plea was 
warmly supported by the CHIEF RapBi, who 
likewise spoke about the benefits which 
modern society would derive from. the 
spread of religious values. In this context, 
Rabbi Bropie’s condemnation of anti- 
Semitism and his references to the need for 
religious toleration in all lands were very 
relevant. The presence in the chair of the 
ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY was an 
encouragement to those who are so devotedly 
furthering this organisation’s splendid-work. 
During the seven years of its existence. the 
National Council has already accomplished 
much, and further developments are con- 
Stantly in progress. In our last issue. we 
published a report of the first annual meeting 
of the Hampstead Council of Christians and 
Jews. On that occasion, Professor J. A. 
LAUWERYS gave a valuable survey of the 
machinery of the organisation. He explained 
that there’ are so far two well-organised 
councils, one in the U.S.A. and the National 


_ Council m this country with its various 


branches. There are also smal! embrye 
councils of groups in several European 
countries.

AJEX AND JEWISH M.P.s 


REFERENCE is made in a letter from My 
F. AsHE LINCOLN, K.C.. on page 16. to a 
meeting of Jewish Members of Parhament 
called by the Association of Jewish Fy. 
Service Men and Women. In the course of 
his letter, Mr. ASHE LINCOLN points out that 
the meeting was confined to a few Members 
of Parliament who were members of the 
Association or had been closely associated 
with its work, and adds that “ when a |areer 
and fuller meeting is called [presumably by 
Ajex], undoubtedly Mr. Piratin and many 
other Members of Parliament would be 
invited.” The passage quoted raises two 
points of more than trivial consequence 
The first is the question of the competence 
of Ajex to summon a “larger and [fuller ” 
meeting of Jewish M.P.s. Already we see 
the whole field of Jewish defence taken over. 
or in process of being taken over. by this 
Association, which has not. so far as we are 
aware, any mandate from the Jewish public 
for doing so. With every respect for the 
valuable work Ajex has carried out in the 
past, and, one hopes, will continue to carry 
out in the future, it is difficult to resist the 
conclusion that it is here assuming duties 
that are the concern of the whole of Anglo- 
Jewry and not merely of a section of 1 
duties that should be performed by the 
elected representatives of the Jews of Britain 
If. as Mr. AsHE LINCOLN’s letter seems to 
foreshadow, even more extensive activities 
are to be undertaken, it will be a matter 
for surprise that a body limiting its member- 
ship to those who have served in the Armed 
Forces does not confine its work to matters 
with which they are specifically concerned 
Of even wider implication ts the question 
whether a meeting of Jewish Members of 
Parliament should be called at all. It would 
be in the highest degree regrettable if there 
were to come into being in the British 
House of Commons anvthing corresponding 


to the Jewish hAlocs that used to exist in 
continental Parliaments. Certainly Jewish 
M.P.s should, if. they. so. wish, concern 


themselves with Jewish affairs: but. ‘hey 
should do so in their mdividual capacities 
and not as an organised body.

Lewis Browne, whose untimely death 
occurred early this year, found a new 
for an_ anthology. K is 
jewish Wisdom through the ages. from 
the Bible to the latest American sages of 
our generation. He laid down his own 
definition of wisdom, being guided by 
that section of the Bible which is known 
as the Wisdom Literature. “It is the 
mundane, humane, cthical emphasis 
which is the hall-mark of wisdom. 
he excludes all passages of a purely 
mystical nature and he excludes also 
what is intended for the Hebrews alone. 
He has, too, his own interpretation of 
icracl. That must be defined as “a 
cyltural tradition and, therefore. those 
who are Jews by religion or by race, 
hut who do not manifest in their writing 
tradition are excluded. 
Among them are nearly all the greatesi 
Jews of the last century, Drsraeh, 
Lasalle. Marx, Bergson, and Evmstein. 


“Surfeit of Goodness” 


This anthology is then somewhat arb:- 
trary im its selection: and it is also, by 
ere of these limitations of choice. 
somewhat monotonous. Over 600 large 
closely-printed pages of ethical. moral, 
universalist exhortations, stores and say- 
ings give a surfeit of goodness. There 
are. 100, some strange preferences. Of 
the Hellenistic writers all we have are 
ren pages of Philo and Josephus: while 
of “ medieval noon,” which includes the 
Jewish philosophers of Spain, we have 
over 100 pages. And the modern period.

THROUGH ROMAN EYES 


Galen on Jews and Christians. By R. 
Walzer. Oxford University Press. 10s. 6d

C\jaudius Galenus. was born at Perga- 
mon in Asia Minor in 129 c.e.. three 
vears before the Bar Kochba revolt: and 
he died at Rome in 199, shortly after the

braic a punitive expedition against Judea, 
ibout the time when Judah ha-Nas: com- 
picied the Miushna. The two men are 
lo some extent similar: both collected, 


without attempt at. originality,.the practi- 
ca il knowledge of their own world 
ni : gigantic edifice: Judah, the 
Halacha: and Galen, medicine and 
cthical philosophy. Galen is the proto- 
iype of the physician-philosopher, so 
lypcal of the great Jew of the Golden 
Ao, and Judah Hale 3 Maimonides. 
and the rest had to thank him for more 
than that. for their knowledge of both 
subjects came largely from his innumer- 
able writings, translated into Arabic. 

He must have had frequent contacts at 
Rome with both Jews and Christians; but 
nm his vast literary output (that preserved 
Mm the original alone fills 20 volumes) 
Oniy six brief references dealing with 
them can be found. Both religions are 
coniemptuously quoted as examples ol 
Pizheadedness and naive belief in wun- 
Phiosophical dogmas: the Christians are 
Sourageous and abstinent in spite of their 
lack of philosophical ethics; and Mases’s 
account of the Creation, a commonplace 
o' ancient literature, is mentioned twice. 

lack of interest is all the more

LIBERAL JEWS AND MARRIAGE 


By Rabbi I. I. MATTUCK 


(Emeritus Minister, Liberal Jewish Synagogue) 


ters of marriage is based on four 
~~ general principles: (1) In mar- 
riage. as m other matters, the spiritual 
and fundamental moral principles of 
Judaism must be applied to practice. 
(2) Marriage is a religious, that is, a 
spiritual and moral, relation, not a 
contractual arrangement. (3) The hus- 
band and wife have, according to the 


| una, Jewish practice in mat- 


accepted principle of Western civili- 


sation, equal status. (4) The law of 
the land cannot be ignored where it 
applies. This implies a limited exten- 
sion of the Rabbinic principle that 
“ the law of the land is law.” 

The Liberal Jewish marriage cere- 
mony has a wholly religious charac- 
ter. It is chiefly distinguished by the 
omission of the Ketubah, which is in 
its origin and present contents a setu- 
lar legal document, not altogether free 
from positive objection on several 
grounds. For one thing. it implies a 
position for the wife which accords 
with Oriental social customs, but not 
with Western civilisation. The wedding 
ceremony im Liberal Jewish syna- 
gogues does not, however, raise for 
those who follow ancient Rabbinic 
law any question about the Jewish 
validity of the marriage: it includes 
the exact formula which ancient 
Rabbinic law prescribed and which we 
interpret to mean that the marriage is 
sanctified according to the Jewish 
religion. 


Questions of Legitimacy 


[here are. however. a few marriages 
performed in Liberal synagogues which 
Orthodox Judansm does not allow. 
Some, perhaps most, of them involve 
no important religious consideratians 
Ihe marriage, for example, of a Cohen 
to a proselyte cannot be treated as a 
very serious matter.- In nearly all of 
them no ambiguity attaches to the 
legitimacy of the children. The civil law 
recognises. of course, all the marriages 
as valid and the children as legitimate. 
So would most of the Jews in the 
world. | 

For those who follow rigidly Ortho- 
dox Jewish law. the most serious de- 
parture that Liberal Judaism makes is 
to marry women who have obtained 
a legal decree of divorce. but have 
not received the Ger-—the Rabbinical 
bill of divorce. In such cases the Jew- 
ish legitimacy of children 1s involved 
from the point of view of Orthodox 
Jewish law : not, of course, from the 
point of view of other forms of 
Judaism or in the eyes of the civil law 
The vast majority of Jews throughout 
the world are not disturbed by such 
marriages, nor do they question the 
Jewish legitimacy of the children 

The attrtude of Liberal Judaism to- 
wards the Ger is directed by its general 


principles, all taken together. I must 
emphasise the last phrase. because im 
a recently published attack on Liberal 
Judaism it was said that we simply 
followed the marriage laws of the 
country with their changes. That state- 
ment shows a serious misunderstand- 
ing of the Liberal Jewish position. 
We do not ignore the laws of the 
country ; but we are guided by funda- 
mental Jewish principles. or the 
same reason we do not follow blindly 
some laws made 2.000 of more years 


ago. 
Objections to “Ga” 

The Get, like the Ketubah, is a lega! 
document, surviving from the time 
when a Dm exercised the 
function not only of a religious 
authority but also of a civil court, 
applying to secular, or civil, matters 
the jurisprudence of the Talmud. 
That the Get is not intrinsically a 
religious institution is evidenced by 
the fact that no ceremony is required 
for u ; if a kind of ceremony does take 
place, it contains nothing like a 
prayer of benediction, which can be 
described as religious. 

Liberal Jews have the further ob- 
jection to the Ger that. hke the 
Ketubah, it puts the woman in an 
inferior position to the man in two 
ways. The first is by its language : its 
crucial and all-important sentence is 
that the husband “ releases ~ the wife. 
Secondly. and even more, by the laws 
attending it a hus- 


tion to developed thought and changed 
circumstances. 

But i sometimes happens that a 
woman attached to Orthodox Juda- 
mm. who has a legal divorce but not 
the Get. applies to be remarried in a 
Liberal Synagogue. 

The hushand cither cannot be 
found, having deserted her. or he 
demands a sum of money for giving 
her the Get. which she cannot or— 
rightly —will not pay. Orthodox Jew- 
ish Law forbids her to remarry. 
Liberal Judaism allows her to re- 
marry. after explaming the position 
fully to her. That practice saves the 
woman from injustice or oppression. 
It accords with the commands to do 
justice and protect the weak, funda- 
mental laws of Judaism which over- 
rule legalistic prescriptions. 

Similar reasons explain other diver- 
gences of Liberal Judaism from Tal- 
mudic laws about marriage and 
divorce. Some of them have the 
implicit support of Orthodox Jewish 
ministers who urge that similar 
changes be made in Orthodox Jewish 
laws. 

It must not, however, be inferred 


that Liberal Judaism is always more 
lenient than Orthodox Judakm im 
matters of miarriage: it is less legalic- 
te. tt is guided. not by the letrer of 
the law, but by Jewish principles 
related to facts. Sometimes # adopts 
a Stricter line than Talmudic law 


requires. But the principle is the 
same m all cases. It iw that the 
spiritual and moral demands of 


Judaism are more important than 
ancient legal prescriptions. that 
the function of those who give the 
instruction of Judaism to practise 
justice and Mercy. to oppose injustice 
and to prevent oppression. 

If old legal prescriptions hove. 
through developed thought or changed 
circumstances, lost the quality of 
yustice or been turned into instruments 
of oppression, they no longer expres 
the spirit of Judaism. In its altitude 
marriage. as im all tts teachings and 
practices, Liberal Judaism. aims in 
loyalty to historic Judaimm. to express 
ts spirit and fundamental truth m 
the terms of modern thought and in 
application to the present life of 
Jews.

rarely, if at all, interfered in religious 
matters. 

Instances may indeed be found in 
the various Responsa of great rabbis 
of the time which show that Halachic 
questions such as MY “TIN and 
the like, were dealt with during its 


meetings; but these were ™ 
brought before this or that Gaon in 
his private capacity, while he was 
attending a meeting of the Vaad. 
And, above all, the Vaad was origi- 
nally imposed by an outside authority, 
the non-Jewish rulers of Poland, 
whose wish the Jews could ill-afford 
to ignore. 

The attempted “Sanhedrin ™ con- 
vened by Napoleon bears no rele- 
vance to the point at issue and need 
not be mentioned. 


A Polish Attempt 


In our own days the Polish Govern- 
ment attempted to enforce by law the 
establishment of a Religious Central 
Counci!| (Naczelna Rada _ Religijna) 
for Poland in 1931. A meeting of 
rabbanim was immediately convened 
in which the Chofetz Chaim, personal 
representatives of Rabbi Chaim 
Grodzenski, Rabbi Elchonon Wasser- 
mann. the Rabbis of Guer, Alexander 
6515 357 and Belz. partici- 
pated, and a strong protest was lodged 
against such an attempt. The Chofetz 
Chaim went so far as to declare that 
he would oppose it with all his might 
even if it meant prison for himself and 
his assystants. - The project was aban 
doned 

Centuries of Jewish life have shown 
that there is no valid pretext to justify 
the argument that chaos would result 
from the absence of a central body 
The sound judgment of the Jewish 
man in the street could always. be 
relied upon to pick out the Gedolim 
of every generation whose decision in 
Halacha he considered final. regard- 
less of their official position or lack of 
same. The Gaon of Vilna. to quote 
a late mstance, held no post.

Hidden Desire for Reform 


The “need” for such a body iss 
experienced only by those who would 
wish its decisions to go their own way 
The new project springs from a 
scarcely hidden’ desire for Reform 
The article of Dr. Silverstone in Tue 
Jewish CHRONICLE of November 18 
is only one instance of this. Apart 
from the fact that the argument and 
instances quoted in it have been used 
and abused by Reformers of al! times. 
they abound in Halachic fallacies. It 
should. however, be mentioned that 
one tenet sacred to all Orthodox Jews 
is being forgotten, and that is the 
fact that we are not vested with 
authority to. jntroduce alterations.

for reform is widespread. Those who 
seek to effect it-—-the Reform move- 
ment—will attract the masses, whom 
we dare not lose: let us, therefore, 
create a Sanhedrin and effect the 
desired reforms ourselves. 

This may well be a sound argument 
as far as the salvation of the member- 
ship fees of the synagogues and their 
central bodies is concerned.

and it is for that reason that the 
project js opposed by the Gedole 
Hatorah in Israel, the U.S.A., and 
Great Britain.

As long as 
our synagogues persistently carry on 
services which bored a good many of 
our grandparents, and which hold no 
attraction for us, and are hopelessly out- 
of-date, so long will the downward tend- 
ency in our rehgious hfe continue.

Some Suggestions 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
From the Rev. Dr. lL. W. SLOTKI 


Sin.—All credit is due to our friends 
and colleagues who are trying to resusci- 
tate the Central Council for Jewish 
Religious Education in the United King- 
dom and Eire, although “it must be 
acknowledged,” as you righily say in 
your Editorial note. “that the new pro- 
gramme falls far short of that which was 
orginally intended.” 

One would venture, however, to sug- 
gest that even the limited programme. as 
outlined in your report last Friday, 
hardly meets the main purpose which a 
Central Council] ought to serve. 

The programme sets out th-ee main 
lines of activity: (a) inspection of classes: 
(b) participation tn the arrangements for 
the training of Hebrew teachers: and (c) 
participation in the appointment of a 
body that would produce and distribute 
educational literature. 

As to (a), London and the principal 
provincial education centres are already 
carrying out inspections within their 
respective areas; and it will be generally 
conceded that no inspection can fruit- 
ful of resulis unless it is preceded and 
followed by close contact with the classes 
inspected, and by frequent consultation 
with the teachers and managers. Such 
intimate contact is only possible within 
circumscribed areas, analogous to those 
of Local Education Authorities. A cen- 
tral authority in a remote seat of govern- 
ment would have neither the funds nor 
the personnel for the purpose. 

The activities under (b) and (c) are 
already among the main aims of Jews’ 
College and the London Board for 
Religious Education; and one fails to 
see how a Central Council can in any 
way attract more candidates to the teach- 
ing profession than the two bodies men- 
tioned, while the production and distribu-

Music in the

VERYBODY who knows, even 
superficially, something about 
conditions in the Jewish home 

must have been impressed by the 
important part played im it 4 music. 
The whole folk story of the Jews ha 

been enshrined as it were in song, and 
a very mteresting and jnstructive his- 
tory of the Jewish people in their lon 

wanderings could be compiled 
the investigation and arrangement of 
melodies and tuncs that have come 
down to us. 

Music plays an important part be- 
cause, generally speaking, the Jews 
are a musical people, just as they are 
an emotional people. In our time, it 
is only necessary to observe how many 
of the popular dance-band leaders, 
crooners, and performers on screen, 
Stage. and radw are Jews, to Say 
nothing of the quite considerable 
array of Jewish pianists, singers, and 
violmnts who mterpret serious music. 
tc form the conclusjon that music 
exerts a vital influence on the person- 
alities and minds of Jewish people. 


Jewish Influences 


Aga, the influence of Jewish de- 
votional music on the musical idiom of 
our age ws considerabic. It has been 
sand that jn every popular tune that 
finds its way into general acceptance 


there is the germ of the three basic 


notes intoned by every pious Jew 
when he enters synagogue and offers 
the Ma Tovu hymn of praise. 

in cach sphere and in each age, 
Jewrnsh music has evolved in its own 
particular way. It is to be hoped that 
in the near future some effort will be 
made in Israel to collect and arrange 
the songs and dances that are being 
sung there, so that Jewish homes out- 
side Israci may learn and cultivate 
this newest form of Jewish music 
which has by now grown into a large 
volume of song. A valuable link with 
Israc! could thus be forged by Jewijsh 
children from a very early age. and 
this could easily be combined with the 
teaching of Hebrew. 

Ideally. music should have no.politi- 
cal or national connotations, but in 
life the association of ideas is 40 
strong that it is sometimes impossible 
to dissociate art forms from the back-

ground in which it grew up. The 
music which is beginning to come out 
of Isracl has already made a deep 
impression on the music-loving youth 
of this country. 

But it is for the simpler and easier 
tunes and melodies, that the Jewish 
home makes the most demands. Many 
Jewish boys already know and sing 
Jewish tunes, some from the syna- 
gogue service itself, and others of a 
purely secular nature. Jewish reli- 
gious mstruction is furthered at every 
point by the familiarising of Jewish 
children with the songs and tunes of 
the services for both Sabbath and 
Holy-days. 

In this particular, Jewish sacred 
music differs from that of other faiths. 
It is not necessary to know a hymna, 
with its set number of verses, and its 
completed music form, in order to 
take part in the singing, or to memor- 
ise it, Frequently only a few bars of a 
melody that recurs often throughout 
the service will suffice, and this simpli- 
fication of Jewish sacred music down 
to a phrase or a line of music naturally 
makes for improvisation and indi- 
vidual participation.—1.BS.

EGGLESS PUDDINGS 
Freit Fritters 
For the Batter. Flour, 4 oz.; golden 
raising powder, 2 teaspoonfuls; salad oil, 
| tablespoonful; water, $ pt.; pinch of 


salt. 

Sieve the flour, golden raising powder, 
and the salt, gradually beat in the water, 
and continue beating until small bubSies 
appear on the surface, then stir in the oil. 

Apple Fritters. Pee!, core, and thinly 
slice some large cooking apples. Have 
ready a frying pan of fat or oil heated 
until a faint blue smoke is rising (the fat 
should be at least one inch deep). 

Dror the fruit into the batter, leave 
for a minute or two, then lift out with 
a skewer. Put a few at a time into the 
hot fat and cook over a moderate heat 
4 to 5 minutes, turning when brown on 
one side. Drain and serve sprinkled with 
sugar and cinnamon. 

Geanes Fritters. Divide into sections 
or cut in slices. 

Banana Fritters. Peel. cut in halves, 
and split each piece through lengthways. 
Sprinkle with lemon juice before coating. 

Steamed Sponge Pudding 
Selfraising flour, 6 oz.; margarine, 
2 1 oz.: golden syrup, |! 
tablespoontul; bicarbonate of soda, | 
level teaspoonful; vinegar, 2 teaspoon- 
fuls: milk to min. 

Rus fat imo flour, add the sugar, 
syrup, bicarbonate of soda mixed with 
the vinegar and sufficient milk to make a 
soft dropping consistency. Grease a 
pudding basin, pui a litle jam.or mar- 
malede at the bottom, put the mixture 
on top, cover with a greased paper, and 
sicam 14-2 hours. 


Date Pudding 

Selfraising flour, 6 oz.: sugar. 1-2 o7.: 
daics, 4 oz.; margarine, 2 oz.; bicarbon- 
ate of soda, | level teaspoonful: golden 
syrup. | tablespoonful: mixed spice, 
| teaspoonful: water. 4 pt. 

Cur up the dates, put them in a small 
saucepan with the sugar, syrup, water, 
and margarine. Bring slowly to the 
boil, summer for 3 minutes, then cool. 
Sieve the flour, spice, and bicarbonate of 
soda into a bowl, pour on the contents of 
the saucepan, and mix thoroughly. Turn 
into a greased basin, cover with a greased 
paper and pudding cloth, and stcam for 
i+ hours, 

Or turn into a greased dish and bake 
im a moderate oven about 50 minutes.

This public declaration of thanks and 
acknowledgment of the Law bound 
him to God for his entire life 

Ben had been greatly fortunate in 
his teachers, said the Rabbi. They had 
shown him how to study. and there- 
fore understand, the essentials of 
Judaism. 

Lessons in the Tefillin 

Referring to the Tefillin, which 
Ben would now use each morning in 
his prayers, the preacher said “ Ben, 
chertsh these Tefhillin with reverence 
and piety. They are memofiais which 
contaim lessons that are the oldest in 
the world You have studied the 
strips of parchment on which are 
written four of our sacred passages 
from the Bible. One paragraph. de- 
clares God's Unity and another tells 
of the wonderful way in which God 
delivered the Jews from Egypt and 
from slavery. These lessons from the 
scriptures are to remind you of the 
duty to the Almighty.  Tefillin like 
these have been worm by each Jew-—- 
Moses and Aaron, Samuel, Hillel. 
Akiba, Ibn Gabirol and every other 
famous Jew. You do not wear them 
on Shabbat: that day js itself a re- 
minder to all who keep it that they 
trust and believe in God.” 

The Rabbi finished his talk. and 
calling Ben to come up to him on the 
Almemar, gave him a copy of the 
Prayer Book and asked him to use tt 
every day and to remember the pro- 
mises that he had made on his o. 
mitzvah day. 

The family walked home and every- 
one was very excited—everyone, 
that is, except Ben. who, now 
that the ceremony was over, was very 
thoughtful. He tried to remember the 
Rabbi's words, but as everyone was 
coming up and wishing him joy. he 
put his thoughts aside until the time 


when he was alone and could think 
clearly. He determined in his litle 
heart that he would remember what 
he had heard and would for ever ob¢éy 
the commandments of the Torah. 

As the luncheon was ending the 


toast of the new “Son of the Com-: 


mandment (Bar-Mitzvah) was drunk. 
Ben's father said he would like to say 
a few words, “My son,” he began, 
“IT remember my own Barmitzvah 
ceremony and all the fine dreams | 
conjured up. I thank God that some 
of my castles in the air have become 
realities. I know -what fine resolu- 
tions you have formed. Together let 
us try and carry them out.”

THE JEWISH SPIRIT OF A.J.Y. CLUBS 
Annual Members’ Conference 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Over 150 delegates attended the Golden 
jubilee annual members’ conference of 
the Association for Jewish Youth on 
Saturday and Sunday. it was organised 
by the AJ.Y. Members’ Council, and 
held at the Brady Girls’ Club and Settle- 
ment, Hanbury Street, E. 

Mr. J. Hillman, Chairman of the 
conference, presided at the opening mect- 
ing, which discussed “ Recruitment and 
Training in Club Leadership.” 

Mrs. M. Richardson, speaking on adult 
leadership, said that among the essential 
qualifications a Jewish leader should 
possess were a warm Jewish sympathy, 
a knowledge of the Jewish past, an active 
participation in Jewish affairs to-day, and 
a strong and positive faith in the Jewish 
future. 

Mr. T. B. Lawson, a non-Jew. asserted 
that, to achieve their purpose, clubs had 
to have their roots deeply in a religious 
stimulus. The speaker went on to. urge 
Jews to hold fast to the faith which had 
made them a great people. 

In an address on Sunday morning on 
“The Jewish Spirit and the Club Mem- 
ber (with Miss Betty Solomons presid- 
ing), Mr. Henry Shaw. A.J.Y. Religious 
Director, urged members to consider 
themselves as the junior community 
within the Anglo-Jewish community. To 
realise this aim a sound knowledge of 
religion and Jewish affairs was essential. 
The religious advisory committee, he 
said. Was Organising a series of week-end 
seminars. 


Parrot-like Praying 


Points made im the discussion were: 
the mere recitation of prayers, parrot- 
fashion, was insufficient; Onegei Shabbat 
should be an important feature of club 
life; for a minister to force religion on 
the members would produce the 1l!-effecis 
of the old cheder days. 

After a film, “ Make Way For Youth,” 
had been shown. the conference discussed 
“ The Responsibility of the Club Member 
in the Club.” Mr. E. M. Kevehazi 
presided. 

A: the afternoon session, Mr. D. L. W. 
Schoheld gave a talk on “The Youth 
Club 20 Years Ago.” Mr. G. Cowan 
presided. The main object of the A.J.Y. 
at its inception, said Mr. Schofield, was 
to anglicise the Jewish boys and girls and 
minimise friction between the English and 
forcen Jewish elements. It was not until 
1929/30 that the first mixed club came 
into being. There was a real affection 
in those days between the club boys and 
the managers and the sporting, dramatic, 
and cultwral standards were higher than 
to-day. Leadership, too, 20-25 years ago 
was on a hjgher standard. 

Speaking on “The Youth Club of 
To-day.” with special reference to the 
North-West area, Mr. M. Raphaelson 
said the aim was to train good Anglo- 
Jewish citizens: and, in his summing up. 
the chairman remarked that the new aim 
for the A.J.Y. to-day was not so much to 
make Jewish youth English as to make 
English youth Jewish. 

Questions put to a brains trust on the 
subject, “My Club Problem,” were 
answered by the Misses P. J. Gerson.

OLDEST KNOWN YIDDISH 
WRITER 


By a Jewisn Curonicie Reporter 


A picture of Yiddish poetry. and litera- 
ture .generally, in pre-Italian renaissance 
days, and during that period. was pre- 
sented by Dr: J. Maitlis, when he spoke 
of Ehtyahu Bucher (Levita), to the Friends 
of Yiddish. at the Ben Un Art 
Gallery on Sunday. Excerpts from J. 
Opatoszu's book on Bucher were read by 
Mr. J. Beach. The gathering commemo- 
rated the 400th anniversary of. the death 
of Bucher, who was born in 1469. 

Before Bucher’s time. Dr. Maitlis said. 
Yiddish poetry was not written down. but 
was sung, recited, and declaimed by wan- 
dering players, with music and melodies 
borrowed from foreigners, mainly from 
the Germans. In the |4th century, Yid- 
dish poetry began. with the translation of 
the legends of King Arthur and the 
Round Table. 

In Germany, Bucher was a scribe, 
scholar, and poet. struggling to make a 
hving. He went to Italy in 1500 and was 
befriended by Egidio da Viterba. (after- 
wards a Cardinal). who was a humanist 
and Hebrew scholar. In 1514 he wrote 
the first of his books, which include 
criticisms of the Bible, -grammars, and 
dictionaries. 

Bucher’s two main books in Yiddish 
were The Buovo Book and Paris and 
Vienna.” The former was on the classic 
theme of Hamlet. and was taken from the 
Italian Buovo d’Antuna.””

it & feared that the damage is extensive. 

Pending further information the propertics.

at the values at the time of occupation— 
£579,669. As a further result of conditions in 
the area of these works, debts amounting to 
£52.633 are considered doubtful, making the 
total possible loss already referred to. 

The accounts for 1948 show a loss of £199,243.

3d. per ounce finc 
Immediate relief has been afforded to those 
mines which have been struggling to continue in 
production. The prolongation of their lives will 
mean the extraction of larec quantitics of gold 
that would otherwise have remained valucicss 
and unmined 

The mining of this gold represents an additional 
assct to this country. This asset remains in being 
only for so long as the cost of production is 
less than the value of the product obtained 
Should working costs rise and absorb a larec 
portion of the increased sterling price of gold 
then to that extent is our new assct again lost to 
the country,

CRASH VICTIMS 


Bodies Flown to Tunis

The bodies of the 28 North African 
children. killed last week when the Dutch 
Dakota carrying them from Tunis to a 
rchabilitation camp in Norway hit a hill 
on the banks of the Oslo Fjord, were 
flown to Tunisia for burial on Wednesday 
morning. It had originally been planned 
to transfer the bodies to Israel for burial 
but the arrangements were altered at the 
last moment. Miriam Zaiiontz, one of 
the three nurses who died aboard the 
aircraft. will be buried ‘in Israel. 

Twelve-year-old Isaac Allal, the only 
survivor of the ‘plane crash, is making 
excellent progress. He has been showered 
with toys and other gifts from people in 
all parts of the world.

Azzazzmeh,. which normally inhabits the 
Southern Negev, living partly in Israe! 
territory and partly in Sinai (Egypt). 

This tribe was in the habit of roaming 
across the Sinai Peninsula, Southern 
Palestine. and Jordan. It has a tradi- 
tion of hostility to Israel, having fought 
with the armed Arab gangs, and later 
with the Egyptians against the Jews. 

After armistice lines had been demar- 
cated, the tribe lived in Sinai, occasion- 
ally crossing into Israel, where it engaged 
in robberies and attacks on the Negev 
Jewish settlements. Whenever chased by 
the Israel Army, the tribe fled back into 
Egyptian territory. 

Since the Egyptians also had consider- 
able trouble with the tribe. an agreement 
was recently reached at the mixed 
Egyptian-Israel Armistice Commission to 
co-operate in controlling the movements 
of this and other tribes. 

Apparently. because of the co-opera- 
tion of the Isracl-Egyptian frontier con- 
trol, the Arab Azzazzmch were unable 
to continue their operations in the 
Southern Negev. and. therefore. tried to 
penetrate into the Northern Negev. They 
were detected by Israc! Army patrols 
and fled to the Jordan-held Hebron area.

For the 
same reason, Zionist groups in various 
parts of the country have recently dis- 
banded. 


Emigrants who pay their own travel 
expenses are allowed to transfer to Israel 


a limited amount of currency. Single 
emigrants im this category may pay - 
100,000 zlotys ($250) to the Polish 


authorities, and on arrival in Israel they 
receive the equivalent of 66,000 zlotvys. 
The balance is retained by the Israel 
authorities. Persons travelling in family 
groups may each transfer 60,000 zlotys.
